LORD. KITCHENER’S. VISIT

Some ‘people have wondered 
why Lord Kitchener did not visit 
Canada on his recent trip. . They 
have gone so far as to say that 
we have been snubbed -by. the 
great general. Well.perhaps we 
have. ~ But let it-be remembered 
that Great Britain’s greatest 
general is not a man to shove 


| himself in where he is not wanted. 


', He was not invited to visit Cana- 


da by the Liberal government of 
this country. He did not feel he 
was‘ wanted by those Liberals 
who so viciously followed -Lord 
Dundonald and eventually drove 
him from’the country. . This 
general was one of the best 
fighters under General Buller, 
and was the first soldier to enter 
Ladysmith, yet he was insulted 
by the Separatiste from the day 
he reached these shores. until he 
left amid the cheers of the loyal 
population, That-Lord Kitchener 
is well enough informed to take 
care not to visit Canada unless 
invited is very clear. That the 
Laurier Government did not in- 
vite him is also certain. Possibly 
he hss done too much for the 
protection and for the upbuiding 
of the British Empire to be wel- 
come at Ottawa under existing 
circumstances. But Lord Kitch- 
ener was cordially received in 
Australia and the United States. 
They have no prejudice against 
a British officer there. - 


-+- Cae of the interesting pieces «f 


information given out during the 
naval debate came from Finance 
Minister Fielding, and was to the 
effect that our cruisers aré to be 
fitted with wireless telegraphy. 
This equipment is to enable .the 
naval officers, when at sea to 
communicate with Ottawa for 
information touching our rela- 
tions towards a nation that may 
bein arms against the Expire. 
When one of our ships encounters 
a vessel of the enemy she is to 
wire at once asking for instruc- 
tions. If we have decided to be 
neutral, the captain on receiving 
such information will refrain from 
attacking, or ‘from defending 
himself against the opposing 
vessel. If, on the other hand Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier has kindly con- 
sented to permit us to stand by 
the British Empine, the captain— 
well, if the ship is one of Minister 
Brodeur’s productions, he will 
put on steam ard: get away as 
fast as possible. We ought to be 
pleased that wireless telegraphy 
has been discovered.—Toronto 
Mail. ; :
